More and more items require 
little or no ironing. But let’s 
face it — every laundry hamp­ 
er is bound to contain some 
things that need more than 
touch-up pressing. Ironing will 
be smoother and quicker if you 
adopt these procedures; 
To iron large flat pieces, re­ 
verse the board so you can 
use every inch of the board, rec­ 
tangular end. Or choose a board 
with a tip which expands to rec­ 
tangular shape. 
To ease back strain, use an 
an 
adjustable 
board 
at cor­ 
rect height. Stand for large, 
flat pieces so your arm can 
make a full swing the length of 
the board. Otherwise, iron while 
seated; this may s e e m awk­ 
ward, but is easier and more 
comfortable once you develop 
the knack. S t a r t with small 
pieces, progressing to more dif­ 
ficult items. 
With skill, an ironer will turn 
out in an hour as much as half 
day’s hand-ironing. Observe 
trained demonstrator, then 
practice. Once techniques are 
perfected, an ironer will give 
the professional finish to every­ 
thing from r u f f l e s to flat 
work. 
Extra motions tire you, 
so 
have 
laundry 
organized 
and 
close at hand. A laundry cart 
will lessen reaching and stoop­ 
ing. Divide it with cardboard; 
then keep damp items on one 
side, finished ones on the oth 
er. After ironing, roll the cart 
wherever clean clothes are stor­ 
ed. 
Moisture and heat do the job, 
not pressure — so don’t wear 
yourself out bearing down on 
the i r o n . Use long, smooth 
strokes, and don’t waste effort; 
consider 
what 
Is 
important, 
then iron only things that really 
need it. Tomorrow is another 
day I 
To pick up speed, repeat the 
same movements — iron 
all 
flat pieces, then all shirts, all 
dresses, all pants, and so on 
Do “showier” pieces first while 
you still have energy to be fus­ 
sy. Then give a quick once-over 
to sleepwear and other less im­ 
portant items. 
You don’t need to iron every­ 
thing bone dry. Once wrinkles 


are pressed out, hang garments 
carefully 
to 
finish 
drying 
around zippers, plackets, and 
other thick layers. 
Ironing aids include a holder 
to keep the iron cord out of 
your way, a sponge and water 
to re-dampen dried spots, 
a 
sleeve board, and a press mitt. 
Also s c i s s o r s and needles 
threaded with different colors 
for on-the-spot mending: Split 
seams, ripped hems, 
missing 
buttons. 
Press table linens quite damp, 
with a hot iron — first on the 
wrong side, then on the right 
for luster. To 
reduce wear, 
change the fold lines from time 
to time. Or roll linens on card­ 
board cylinders to eliminate all 
creases. 
To re-dampen during ironing, 
rub dry spots with an ice cube. 
To protect plastic and de­ 
corative buttons from heat dam­ 
age, cover each in turn with the 
bowl of a spoon and iron around 
it. 
Move ironed surfaces away 
from you, and spread a clean 
sheet or paper on the floor to 
catch them. Or place a low tab­ 
le on the far side to hold long 
pieces that hang off the board. 
Press synthetic fabrics with 
an iron at the correct warm 
setting, as marked. 
Pull tucks taut, then iron un 
til dry — vertical tucks length 
wise, horizontals from the top 
down. Then lift each tuck with 
the dull edge of a table knife. 
To “iron” a puffed sleeve, re­ 
move the shade from a lamp 
and turn on the light. Place the 
damp sleeve over the hot bulb 
and pull it around slowly until 
wrinkles disappear. 
Iron small areas first, larger 
portions last to prevent wrink­ 
ling. For example, plackets, col­ 
lar, sleeves, shoulders, bodice, 
and skirt. 
Press lace ruffles flat; while 
still warm, stretch them back to 
fullness. Iron only edging of fab­ 
ric ruffles with l a c e trim, 
then finger-stretch the ruffles. 
Iron silk quite damp, but nev 
er sprinkled as it tends to wa­ 
ter spot. Instead, wet the en­ 
tire piece and blot it in a dry 
towel — or just roll it briefly in 
a damp towel.

One year ago, readers of this 
column were introduced to a to­ 
tally new concept in the treat­ 
ment of s o rn e illnesses. Y o u 
may recall the phrase “ hyper­ 
baric treatm ent” and the hope 
it predicted. 
Those early expectations have 
not only been fulfilled but have 
even been surpassed by the in­ 
credible results now being re­ 
ported. 
Hyperbaric or high oxygen 
pressure chambers are now be­ 
ing used for serious conditions 
such as severe carbon monoxide 
poisoning, gamgrene of the leg, 
certain 
heart 
conditions 
and 
even as valuable supplements to 
X ray treatm ent of cancers. 
Until now, doctors everywhere 
have been handicapped, unable 
to cope with the severe g a n - 
grene infections of wounds, es­ 
pecially since

War 
I. 
Caused by a dangerous germ, 
the clostridium welchii, these in­ 
fections were often fatal. 
Now these severe infections 
have been treated in hyperbaric 
oxygen chanbers with rem ark 
able success. 
At t h e University of Amster­ 
dam, in Holland, 40 such cases 
were treated by this new meth­ 
od. W i t hi n 25 hours, the se­ 
vere toxic effects of the infec­ 
tions were quickly modified, sa­ 
ving 
l i v e s 
and 
preserving 
l i m b s which might otherwise 
have been amputated. 
Huperbaric tanks, the size of 
an average operating r o o m , 
are completely equipped with 
all medical and surgical facili­ 
ties These t a n k s resemble in 
design the iron lung contraption 
formerly used for victims of po­ 
lio. 
Patients are kept lr the tanks 
and the high concentration of ox­ 
ygen restores the vitality lost by 
inadequate circulation of blood 
to the arms and legs. 
In London, X ray treatm ents 
on a large group of patients 
were found to be more effective 
when performed in h i g h oxy­ 
gen surroundings. T h e r e is 
mounting evidence that cancer 
cells are more easily destroyed 
when their oxygen content is 
high. 
The value of immediate high 
oxygen treatm ent for acute at­ 
tacks of coronary heart disease 
is b e i n g actively studied Al­ 
ready t h e r e are indications 
of its effectiveness in the sav­ 
ing of lives threatened by severe 
heart attacks. 
Scientists also intend to ex­ 
plore the possibility oi using this 
technique to treat lung condi­ 
tions like chrome bronchitis, em 
physema and bronchiectasis. 


The results of studies with hy­ 
perbaric medicine were accu­ 
mulated and critically evaluat­ 
ed at a Symposium of the New 
York Academy of Sciences.

Encourage the fam ily to go 
to bed clean — and be sure to 
rem ove your own m akeup be­ 
fore retiring. This is not

good for the complexion, but

prevent 
stains 
that require severe methods for 
rem oval. 
Any stains or spots that do 
occur should be rem oved be­ 
fore washing, as soap or de­ 
tergent and hot w ater may set 
them perm anently. Use plenty 


of hot suds in the washing m a­ 
chine or the w ashtub, and rinse 
s h e e t s thoroughly. Thorough 
rinsing helps to keep the fab­ 
ric clean and bright. 
If you line-dry bed.linen, take 
advantage of N ature’s bleaching 
agent — sunshine — to keep 
sheets snowy and fragrant. If 
you wish to use a com m ercial- 
bleach occasionally, accurately 
m easure the 
am ount 
recom ­ 
mended on the bottle or pack­ 
age, adding it to the suds rath er 
than in a clear-w ater soak. 
After either m achine—or line 
drying—be sure that sheets are 
thoroughly dry before putting 
them away. 
Otherwise, 
they 
may 
millew 
if stored in 
a 
w arm , dark place. 
Stack newly laundered sheets 
on the bottom of the pile on 
the linen shelves, so that all the 
sheets or rotated in use. This 
will insure longer w ear.

BAHRAIN, Persian Gulf (AP) 
A jetliner lost in a desert sand­ 
storm overshot the airport at 
Dhahran, Saudi Arabia, Friday 
night and crashed in the P er­ 
sian Gulf. Twenty-three Ameri­ 
cans were among the 49 persons 
aboard. 
A U.S. Navy spokesman said 
helicopter crewmen saw no sur­ 
vivors in the wreckage of the 
Middle East Airlines-Air Liban 
Caravelle jet spotted today in 
sh a11 ow water about IO miles off 
the Arabian coast. 
The 
spokesman 
said 
the 
search for survivors was con­ 
tinuing and that more helicop­ 
ters and small boats had been 
sent to the crash site. Only one 
wing of the plane jutted above 
the water line. 
The twin - jet airliner went 
down in the gulf about halfway 
between Dhahran, an oil city 
near the Arabian coast, and the 
archipelago of 
islands 
which 
make up this British-protected 
Arab sheikdom 15 miles off- 
shoie. 
An airline spokesman in Bei­ 
rut, Lebanon, where the flight 
originated, said the jetliner was 
flying over wind-whipped desert 
only three minutes northwest of 
Dhahran when 
radio 
contact 
was lost at 2:30 p.m. Friday. 
The twin-jet airliner took off 
from Beirut on the two-hour non­ 
stop flight to Dhahran and ran 
into the sandstorm near the end 
of the 1,100-mile hop. 
Visibility was near zero when 
the plane began its approach 
for the nighttime landing, then 
overflew the airport near the 
Persian Gulf coast and went 
down IO miles offshore.
